Almost Destroyed by Flood 


Innsbrock, Austria, September 26.— 
(P)—Lichtenstein, the smallest princi- 
pality in the world, was almost oblit- 
erated today by the mightiest inunda- 
tion the country has known since its 
foundation. 

Tinable to withstand the _ titanic 
pressure of the swollen, rushing River 
Rhene, which borders the tiny princi- 
pality, a 5,000-foot concrete dam di 
viding Lichtenstein from Switzerland 
collapsed during the night, the tor- 
rent spreading destruction in every di- 
rection. 

‘The inhabitants fled in panic to the 
housetops and hills, and although de- 
tails are lacking concerning the loss of 
life, it is feared the number of victims 
will be great. The government has 
sent frantic appeals for help to the 
neighboring countries, but railroads, 
telegraphic and telephonic communica- 
tions are crippled.

Vienna, September 26.—(United 
News.)—More than 50 persons have 
been drowned, and more casualties are 
feared, in disastrons floods over a 
large area around the Tyrol, embrac- 
ing portions of Austria, Germany. 
Switzerland and Italy. | 

Tremendous cloudbursts and a warm 
spell that caused snow to melt in the 
mountains are responsible. 

The floods dare the worst since 1866. 

Two of central Europe's most im- 
portant communication lines have been 
eut—the Paris-Vienna railway by the 
destruction of a trestle near Buchs 
and the Munich-Italy railway by the 
collapse of a bridge over the River 
Kisack in the Trentino district of 
Italy.

| Wilbur said he réad thé article but 
‘failed to find “anything particularly 
helpful” in it. 

He also intimated that the depart- 
ment had considered taking action 
against the admiral and examined his 
service record, which they found “long 
and excellent.” — 

Wilbur explained that the order 
issued to Magruder for his reorgan- 
ization plan, “fully and in detail,” 
was not in the nature of a reprimand 
but was a desire for information. 

Admiral Magruder is regarded as 
an authority on naval shore stations 
and the department believes his sug- 
gestions might prove of aid in any 
reorganizing movement. It is under- 
stood that navy officials are inclined 
to agree with the admiral’s articles 
and that the department, itself, is 
not favorable to continuing useless 
navy bases on the Atlantic, which 
they maintain are being kept up by 
political influence. 

Congress To Probe. 
_ Congress is practically certain to 
investigate the charges made in the 
article, it is said at the capitol. 

For a while it appeared that the 
navy department might have a case 
similar to Colonel “Billy” Mitchell's, 
|'which caused war department offi- 
cials much loss of sleep several years 
ago.

DAUGHTER ELOPES,

New York, September 26.—(/)—A 
seven-year-old girl was shot to death 
as she slept today by a 45-year-old 
man in revenge for the elopement of 
his daugher, the police allege.

Mrs. Julia Saltarelli, an aunt of 
the girl, said she heard the shot and 
saw Arsenio climbing the ladder to the 
roof. The hysterical weeping of 
women tenants caused a passerby to 
think the house was on fire and he'§ 
turned in an alarm, Firemen discov- 
ered the body.

Geneva, Switzerland, ®eptember 26. 
(P)\—Necrimination between Germany 
and the allies over responsibility for 
starting the great war will cease im- 
mediately if M. Briand and Dr. Gus- 
tay Stresemann have their way. The 
two foreign ministers, meeting infor- 
mally in the lobbies of the League of

All drivers of automobiles should 
be safety-minded, and to be safety- 
minded means first of all to be 
clear-minded. 

Again, all pedestrians should also 
be safety-minded. 

With such a coordinated “safety 
first’ feeling among all the people, 
the accidents will largely cease, and 
the alarming death toll will be re-! 
duced. 

If Georgia judges dealing with 
automobile recklessness would make 
some rigid examples, in the interest 
of public safety, there would be a 
marked improvement in the situa- 
tion. 

Until they do, in the absence of 
a needed license law, the under- 

/“ takers will continue to be kept busy. 

It is really a very serious mat- 
ter, and one that commands the 
thoughtfulness of every person.

German Films. 

Some films from Berlin being 
shown in Paris show that the Ger- 
man screen is predominantly a dark 
screen. This dark screen was origi- 
nally due to German photographic 
genius in making up for lack of ade- 
quate daylight on outside lots by 
carefully contrived interest of indoor 
sets. Robert Nichols, the screen ex- 
pert, feels that the dark screen in 
Germany is as it should be, for

that the doctors are so deft? Or does 
everybody take it for granted that 
everybody is bluffing and nobody 
means what he says? Perhaps the 
doctors “do not choose’ the commit 
themselves, and perhaps the people 
“do not choose’ to understand. At 
any rate the silly old game goes on 
ando too many spectators think it is’ 
genuine. 

Shortly before the demise of the late 
Judge Gary the public was informed 
that the steel trust head had “a 
slight attack of nervous indiestion.’’ 
When his death was announced a few 
hours after his demise the public 
learned that the man had reajly had 
myocarditis—which' means literally 
inflammation of the muscle of the 
heart, but not inframmation as the 
layman understands the word. Myocar- 
ditis is rather an insidious, chronic 
degeneration of wearing out of the 
heart muscle, a common occurrence in 
the slow heart failure that terminates 
sO many careers after a prolonged 
state of semi-invalidism or general de- 
bility. Of course we cannot know 
what secret mental processes may 
have influenced the man’s vegetative 
functions, what emotions may have 
disturbed the digestion, nor what 
fears, anxieties, enmities, regrets, dis- 
appointments or sorrows may have dis- 
ordered the delicate balance of his au- 
tonomic or “sqympathetic’ nervous 
system and so upset the involuntary 
workings of the vital organs. We 
know only that many a case of my- 
ocarditis masquerades as “neryous in- 
digestion,” and we know how reluctant 
Judge Gary's friends were to give out 
the facts of his illness and death, be- 
cause they feared it would depress the 
market, 

“Nervous indigestion,” as it occurs 
in the news, is a serious matter. To 
my mind it is more alarming than a 
franyk statement that the patient has 


myocarditis, because the moment I 
learn that the doctors have given out 
that the patient has “indigestion” of 
any kind I begin to wonder what dread 
news one should expect to follow. 

It is the same with the handy little 
old “cold.” When a layman of aver- 
age intelligence says he has a “cold,” 
I am willing to let it go at that, for 
he probably doesn’t know any better, 
and it is nothing to me if the fellow 
doesn’t attempt to spray me with 
whatever he has got. When a doctor 
goes about his routine work with 
what he calls “a heavy cold,” I feel 
sorry for the patients who will be ex- 
posed to whatever the doctor has got, 
but I can’t run around to warn them; 
[ can only’ give the mthis general 
warning, and they mak take it or 
leave it, as they prefer. When an im- 
portant citizen falls ill and the anx- 
ieties of the public ar@ soothed by 
bulletins telling how the gfteat one has 
“merely congracted a cold,” I get set 
to listen for the “Presto!” but some- 
how it always eludes me arid present- 
ly the lightning change act is all fin- 
ished and nobody notices anything 
spurious about it. The magic where- 
by the doctors change the “slight 
cold’ into a real illness is real to the 
public, apparently. 

It requires something more than 
courage for a doctor to say frankly, in 
private practice, that he doesn’t know 
as yet what the patient is developing. | 
The chances are that the patient won't 
develop anything under such a doc- 
tors care; he'll summon a doctor who 
knows at once what is the matter. Sov 
Isay it takes not only courafe, but su- 
preme indifference to public approval, 
for a doctor to play the game without | 
any guile. I don't know of any such 
doctors. There is no public demand 
for ‘em. 


JURY 10 PROBE 
SLAYING OF CAPE 


Jasper, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Probing of the slaying of W. 
L. Cape, Pickens county policeman. on 
September 17, is expected to be taken 
up Tuesday by the Vickens county 
grand jury, which convened here to- 
day. Superior court was opened with 
Judge John 8S. Wood presiding and 
with Solicitor General George D. An- 
derson representing the state. 

The dismembered hody of Cape, 
known throughout this section as be- 
ing a fearless officer, was found on 
Monday, September 19, near Adairs- 
ville, to which point it was carried 
after he was slain in southern Pick- 
ens on Saturday before. A _ hunter 
found the head in one spot and the 
body near by. The officer was sup- 
posed to have been killed as a result 
of his activities against alleged moon- 
shiners. 

Four men, C. L. Smith, Carter Wil- 
son, Hoyt Evans and Carter Jones, 
charged with the murder of Cape and 
who have been in the Fulton county 
tower since their arrest following the 
finding of the body, have been brought 
back to the Jasper jail to be held in 
readiness for the grand jury probe. 

A fifth warrant charging murder 
has been issued against Lindsey Evans. 
who it is claimed was the actual 
slayer of Cape, some of the men now 
under arrest having confessed, offi- 
cers say, that Lindsey Evans shot the 
officer and then piled his body into 
an automobile and drove from the 
scene, Lindsey Evans fled and has 
not »een apprehended. 

Cape is said to have been in the 
community in which the men under 
arrest live for the purpose of hunting 
a still when he was attacked. 

If indictments are returned the case 
is expected to begin this week.

Popularity of Southern Schools.

monwealth. The cash value to the 
community of a college-trained man 
over that of a man with no schooling, 
or with only the common grade edu- 
cation, is so great as to be a startling 
revelation to those who learn the facts 
as shown by the actual records of the 
country.

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3,000,000 ALIENS 
EVADE U. 5. LAWS 


New York, September 26.—(#)-—- 
Congressional action to handle the 
problem of thousands of aliens ille- 
gally in this country was urged to- 


night by Harry E. Hull, commissioner 
of immigration, in an address before 
the United German societies. The es- 
timated 3,000,000 aliens who have 
evaded the immigration laws, he said, 
form a constant menace to the nation. 

Many have been here so long that 
they cannot be deported under existing 
laws, he asserted, but are without legal 
status as residents and ineligible for 
naturalization because of noncompli- 
ance with the immigration laws. For 
that group the commissioner recom- 
mended a law legalizing as of 1924 the 
entry of such aliens as may register 
voluntarily and may be deemed de- 
sirable citizens. 

Any change in the existing immigra- 
tion laws, Hull asserted, would be 
fatal to the economie organizadion of 
the country, which is founded upon 
payment of good wages to skilled la- 
bor. Admission of cheap foreign labor, 


he said, would bring about demoraliza- | 


tion of native labor. The immigration 
laws, he declared, are in effect a pro- 
tective tariff on incoming citizens, 

Immgration from southern and east- 
ern Europe has shown a tremendous 
decrease since ‘passage of the restric- 
tive laws of 1917 and 1924, the com- 
missioner said, but the bureau of im- 
migration he declared to be “under- 
manned, underpaid and overworked,” 
even though present day immigration 
is only one-fourth of that recorded in 
the peak year of 1907, when a total 
of 1.285.349 incoming residents were 
recorded.

Albany, N. Y., September 26.—(4) 
Assemblyman Louis A. Curvillier, dem-

The demand: was contained in a let- 
ter from the assemblyman, who urged 
that action he brought in the supreme 
court. In the event that the attor- 
ney general doesnot comply with the 
request, Cuvillier said he would seek 
to compel him to do so by resolution 
of the next legislature. : 

Cuvillier contended that the charter 
should be declared forfeited under a 
section of the law which empowers 
the attorney general, or the legisla- 
ture to take such action when the 
rights of the people have heen tres- 
passed upon or a great moral wrong 
has been done. He cited three allega- 
tions against agents of the league. 

These were: That an article in 
the American issue, the magazine of 
the league, contained an announce- 
ment by E. 8S. Nicholson and Fred 
Victor, listed as directors and assist- 
ant superintendents of th» league, that 
the league campaign committee would 
raise funds to bring about the defeat 
of any candidate for legislative office 
who would not pledge himself to vate 
for the passage of a state enforce- 
ment act.

New York, September 26.—()—A 
new method of treating erysipelas by 
means of a specific antitoxin wag an- 
nounced today by Dr. Douglas Sym- 
mers, director of laboratories at Belle- 
vue hospital, who said that favorable 
results of the method had exceeded 
expectations in 131 cases subjected to 
the treatment. 4 

The time required to effect cures 
under the new method of treatment, 
Dr. Symmers said, is appreciably 
shorter than héretofore. In somewhat 
more than 85 per cent of cases of ery- 
sipelas of the face, he said, cures were 
effected in from three to seven days, 
and the mortality was reduced by 
about 50 per cent. In body erysipelas 
the results were pe de Jess favor- 
able, 60 per cent of the cases being 
cured in from three to seven days and 
the balance within 10 or 12 days. 

More than 15,000 cases of erysipe- 
las have been treated’ at Bellevue in 
the past 23 years by almost every con- 
ceivable method, none of which, how- 
ever, appeared to shorten the course 
of the disease, Dr. Symmers said. The 
sufferers frequently remained in the 
hospital for weeks and tlte mortality 
was somewhat higher than 10 per 
cent. 

The paper describing the antitoxin 
treatment, prepared by Dr. Symmers, 
appeared recently in the journal ot 
the American Medical association. 


"Frisco Records 
Missing 50 Years 
Thought Found 


San Francisco, September 26.—(/) 
The Examiner says a large number 
of manuscripts believed to be official 
records of the city of San Francisco, 
which have been missing for more 
than a half century, have been found 
in Lima, Peru, 


The find was made known here by 
Senorita Noehi Wenebetti, a young 
woman from Peru now teaching in a 
convent in San Francisco. According 
to her story, the newspaper says, the 
records were about to be dumped 
into a river as junk when they were 
recognized by a passerby as possibly 
being of historical value. The passer- 
by bought the wagonload of papers 
for $40. 

The papers are believed to be those 
which were carried away by Harry 
Meiggs, San Francisco alderman, who 
in 1854 absconded with $250,000 ob- 
tained by forging city warrants. 
Meiggs went to Peru where he built 
the Central Transandino railroad 
over the Andes mountains and accu- 
mulated a fortune of more than $100,- 
000,000. He made restitution for «he 
money he took away but never re- 
turned to this country. 


SINKING OF SUB 
RESULTS IN SUITS 
FOR $1,775,000 


New York, September 26.—(7)— 
Damage suits totalling 41,775,000 
were filed against the government in 


United States district court in Brook- 
lyn today by widows and dependents 
of 28 of the offieers and crew of 
the submarine §8-51, which was 
rammed and sunk by tk: steamer City 
oi Rome, off Block island, on Sep- 
teraber 25, 1925. - 

Both the S-51 and the City of Rome 
were found at fault for the collision 
by the Boston board of inspectors of 
the United Steamship Inspection serv- 
iee, at a hearing concluded on Septem- 
ber 4, 1926. 

The crash, which cost the lives of 
33 men of the submarine crew, result- 
ed in the indictment on July 14, last, 
of Captain John H. Diehl, who was 
in command ‘of the City of Rome when 
it rammed the submarine. The federal 
grand jury in Boston charged Diehl 
with misconduct, negligence and inat- 
tention to his duties on the vessel. 

Action brought against the govern- 
ment today charges that naval offi- 
cials were aware that the 8-51 was 
not seaworthy when it started on its 
ill-fated cruise.

and the Cincinnati packers. 

The Cincinnati packers were repre- 
sented by A. G. Linneman, their traf- 
fic representative, who objected that 
the proposed rates would mean _ in- 
creases of from 50 to .150 per cent, 
which would total more than $100,000 
annually to Cincinnati packers alone. 

The four Chicago interests protested 
that increases for them wotld amount 
to several million dollars annually, 
and the Indianapolis firm estimated 
its increased freight charges would be 
around $140,000 annually.

Williamson, representing the Heekin 
Can company, protesting the rates, said 
the increase to can companies would 
amount to $25 on each carload lot.

NESLE’S PIRACY TRIAL 
AT BIMINI POSTPONED 


Miami, Fla., September 26.—(C?P) 
scheduled hearing at Bimini of 
piracy charges against Charles H. 
Nesle, former American prohibition 
agent, accused by the Bahamas co- 


lonial government of having partici- 
pated in the capture of a rum runner 
in British territorial waters as an un- 
authorized member of a coast guard 
crew, was postponed today until to- 
morrow. 

Local attorneys for the two men 
taken prisoner aboard the seized craft, 
who were to have appeared as wit- 
nesses against Nesle, announced the 
continuance was granted at their re- 
qnest after they had been prevented 
by a rough sea from going to the 
island for the proceedings. 

Admission that Nesle was aboard 
the coast guard cutter at the time 
it made the capture was mage today 
by Ensign H. H. Hahn, acting com- 
mandant of the Fort Lauderdale coast 
guard base. He said, however, that 
Nesle was acting only in the capacity 
of pilot in -the shoal water adjacent 
to the outlying keys which provide 
hiding places for many of the vessels 
occupying “rum row.” 

Coast guard officials previously had 
denied the charge that the rum run- 
ner, believed to have been an Ameti- 
can boat, was taken ‘nside the British 
three-mile limit. 

At the same time, Ensign Hahn 
replied to charges of the rum run- 
ner’s crew that Nesle had taken a 
quantity of the liquor confiscated 
aboard their vessel with the statement 
that receipts on record at the coast 
guard base show that all of the con- 
traband cargo, as well as the vessel 
itself, was brought to the base and 
turned in with the two prisoners. 

It was alleged that some of the 
seized liquor was found at Nesle’s 
home on one of the smaller Bahamas 
islands when the colonial authorities 
arrested him Saturday. 

“Nesle is not acting as an inform- 
ant and has never been at Bimini-for 
that purpose,’ Ensign Hahn said. “It 
is true that he was aboard the coast 
guard boat when the seizure was made 
but this was for the purpose of pilot- 
ing our r.en about the shoals. He was 
not there to give any information 
about the rum runners. I know that 
Nesle never made any statement that 
he had. received whisky from the coast 
guard or that he had given informa- 
tion as ‘ips on rum runners.”

Last week’s cotton market seemed 
a quiet affair when contrasted with 
the excited sessions that followed the 
publication of the government crop 
estimates and the rather bearish proph- 
ecy for which the Board of Agricul- 
tural Eeonomics was responsible. 

But the effect of the latter still 
persists, and it has been somewhat 


‘difficult to revive the optimism that it 


chilled. The consequence was a grad- 
ual. recession in values which carried 
the market down to nearly 20 cents 
for October delivery. At that level the 
decline was checked by spinners buy- 
ing, and when the ginning report was 
published on Friday a rally of about 
vets ensued. 

he improvement was, however, 
chiefly due to the fact that the quan- 
tity ginned was below the predictions 
of 4,000,000 bales or more that had 
been so industriously circulated. These 
predictions were, howeyer, so utterly 
inconsistent with a yield of less than 
15,000,000 bales that they were soon 
forgotten when the published figures 
were examined in detail. Such an ex- 
amifiation shows: 

1. That the ginning of 3,505,552 
bales reported up to September 16 was 
the largest on record, with on excep- 
tion, namely 1925, when the crop was 
16,123,000, and the quantity ginned up 
to September 16 reached 4,282,000 
bales. ' 

2. That the quantity ginned for the 
“period,” that is, from September 1 to 
September 16, was 1,974,000 bales, 
which is also a record with the excep- 
tion of 1926, when 2,396,000 bales 
were ginned between the dates named. 

3. That it is necessary to assume 
that the present crop has been more 
rapidly ginned than any of its pre- 
decessors since 1905, in order to prove 
that the final yield will be under 14,- 
000,000 bales, and that such an as- 
sumption is hardly warranted when 
the rainfall reported in August is con- 
sidered. 

4. That the ginning by states shows 
hat 46 per cent of the government’s 
most recent estimate of the aggregate 
yield in Alabama, Georgia and Louisi- 


jana was ginned on the 16th of Sep- 


tember, from which it is to be inferred 
that the crop in those states is phe- 
nomenally precocious, or that it will 
exceed the official estimate. 

5. That the ginning in Texas up to 
September 16, which was 1,684,000 
bales, was the largest on record by 


‘around the equivalent of 20 cents for 


more than 200,000 bales. aad 584,000 
bales in excess of 1926, when that 
state produced 5,478,000 bales. 

But in candor it must be admitted 
that these details mean nothin: if, as 
so many contend, this crop is being 
picked.» nd ginned more rapidly than 
any of its predecessors. The same 
thing has been said about almost every 
crop ever produced, but this year may 
be the exception that proves the rule,’ 
and for any incontestable evidence 
on the subject we must await the gin- 
ning returns that will be published 
later. 

Meantime, the indications are that 
the market has almost stabilized itself 


middling cotton in the south, and that 
the minds of buyers and sellers seem 
to have met around that figure. 

Perhaps this is well, for the south 
cannot hold its entirg production, and 
it will be in a better position to de- 
mand a higher price for a part of 
the yield if it now sells enough to 
pay its debts. 

But in its absorption in the size 
of the American crop, the trade may 
be losing sight of some other facts 
that are also important. 

One is the East Indian group. In 
cables received last week it is esti- 
mated at 5,200,000 bales of 500 pounds 
each. This is an increase of nearly 


1,100,000 bales over last year's pro- 
duction, which amounted to only 4,- 
144,000. bales, and was so short that | 
East Indian spinners were compel ed | 
to take 300,000 bales from America. 

Another fact that is worth consid- 
ering is the export movement from the 
United States. Up to the evening of 
September 22 it was only 44,000 bales, 
or 5 per cent under last year, and 
unless it soon commences to show a 
greater falling off, those who have 
been predicting a reduction of 2 or 
3 million bales will be disappointed. 

Then there is the American dry 
goods market. Of course, it has been 
more or less upset by the flucfuations 
in cotton futures, but there is no 
doubt that a large business is passing, 
and the rapidity with which some 
large denim mills sold their entire pro- 
duction was amazing. 

So, taking one consideration with 
another, it appears that cotton has 
stabilized itself around 20 cents, at 
least until the government issues some 
new pronouncement to disturb the 


equilibrium. a

“Nevertheless, the wording of the 
eighteenth amendment is such that if 
the states do not care to witness an 
active campaign of prohibition en- 
forcement carried on by the federal 
government within their own borders; 
ther have it in their power to avoid 
it. The states have precisely. the same 
power of enforcement as the federal 
government. Jf for any reason they 
fee] that the enforcement activities of 
the federal government would be ob- 
jectionable. all they have to do is to 
enforce effectively the amendment 
themselves. This would reduce federal 
activify to the minimum. This is what 
the amendment contemplates. 


“The power of the federal govern- 
ment needs to be brought into play 
within the borders of a‘state on any 
considerable scale only whe: the state 
is neglecting to perform the affirma- 
tive duties of enforcement which ih? 
constitution contemplates that it 
shall perform. Extension of federal 
activity is made necessary only by 
those states which have a warmer af- 
fection for the liquor traffic than for 
the constitution. 

“Federal activity ‘. the product of 
the deliberate refusal of certain states 
to cooperate in the nation-wide sup- 
pression of the liquor traffie by the 
joint action of the states. It is non- 
cooperation by certain states in a 
nation-wide movement which, on one 
hand, thus creates the necessity for 
federal action, and, on the other, pre- 
rents reliance in such states upon 
the principle of local enforcement.’’ 


Mr. McAdoo leaves no doubt that he 
could not subscribe to any doctrine 
that the federal government should 
confine its activities to the preven- 
tion of smuggling, interstate traffick. 
ing and the contro] of industrial al-
